As good as his word, Gentry 
Davis, Superintendent of National 
Capital Parks-East of the National 
Park Service (NPS), hosted the 
Greenbelt City Council on a field 
trip to view the present status of 
Greenbelt Park. The invitation, 
which was carried out on Thurs- 
day evening, July 10, stemmed 
from a promise made at his ear- 
lier attendance at a city council 
meeting, where members of coun- 
cil had expressed concerns about 
possible retrenchments in park 
staff and facilities. 

Included in the party besides 
the five members of council 
were City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin; Joe Haskell, a 
member of the Westchester Park 
Civic Association; other mem- 
bers of the NPS staff; and this 
reporter. Our group traveled in 
an NPS van, which first turned 
into the Westchester Park en- 
trance off Kenilworth Ave., then 
made an immediate right before 
the brick gateway onto a gravel 
trail paralleling Kenilworth. 
The.trail disappears into the 
woods, where it turns sharply 
eastward, then passes great 
piles of construction materials 


~ of various sorts—gravel, stones 


of different sizes, sand, top soil, 
and riprap pieces. 

This accumulation of materi- 
ais, Davis explained, had been 
brought in as part of an effort 
to stabilize a section of what 
had once been a portion of the 
Jaeger tract and now belongs to 
NPS. It lies south of the open 
field near Westchester Park that 
is advertised for sale. 


A Field Trip 


Sand and Gravel Site 

Stephen Syphax, Natural Re- 
source Specialist with National 
Capital Parks-East, described the 
history of the area that we were 
jooking at beyond the piles of 
material. In 1945 the U. S. 
Geological Survey had created a 
topographical map of the region, 


From the top of the berm, 
we had an expansive view 
of the whole forest. 


Syphax said, which showed a 
fairly high hill sloping down into 
a stream valley. Sometime after 
that, while it was still private 
property, a sand and gravel opera- 
tion had begun in this area, dur- 
ing the course of which the hill 
had been leveled. Silt from this 


operation had run off into the 


stream, known as Still Creek, that 
is a tributary of the Anacostia 
River. 

Such operations were common 
in the ’50s and ’60s, according to 
former Greenbelt City Manager 
James Giese. One existed where 
Hanover Parkway is now located, 
and the A. H. Smith sand and 
gravel company along Branchville 
Rd. at the city’s western bound- 
ary continues to this day. None 
of the early operators showed 
concern for erosion and environ- 
mental damage. 

No one present on our excur- 
sion seemed to know whether 
materials excavated at the Jaeger 
site had been used in the 1954 
construction of the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway or the later 


widening of Greenbelt Rd. and 
still later construction of 
Kenilworth Ave. 

What was known, Syphax 
said, was that when the. intersec- 
tion of Kenilworth and Greenbelt 
Rd. was redesigned, with 
Kenilworth tunneling under the 
latter, great quantities of soil had 
been brought to the site of the 
abandoned sand and gravel opera- 
tion on the Jaeger tract. With 
this soil dumped into the location 
where the previous hill had been 
leveled, the terrain elevations had 
been returned to something like 
their 1945 appearance. Unfortu- 
nately this activity had created 
new problems, Syphax said. 
Since the soil had not been 
tamped down but dumped 
Joosely, rain water run-off carried 
large amounts of silt into the 
nearby streams, blocking and al- 
most destroying them. This pro- 
cess occurred even though the 
new high berm had been planted 
to grass. Great gullies formed 
during heavy rains, he said, erod- 
ing the berm still more. 

Control Efforts 

Under Park Service manage- 
ment, efforts have been taken to 
mitigate this erosion, But be- 
cause NPS does not own equip- 
ment heavy enough todo the job, 
what they were using had become 
bogged down in the muddy ter- 
rain. They planned to create a 
riprap boundary to stabilize the 
base of the berm on all sides and 
eventually to create a 10-acre 
natural area near Still Creek, re- 
claiming the region for park use, 
possibly with foot trails. The NPS

SHL Gth Graders Will Move

Greenbelt Middle School is 
gaining a sixth grade. As re- 
cently approved by the Prince 
George’s County School Board, 
the sixth grade of Springhill 
Lake Elementary School will be 
transferring to Greenbelt Middle 
School this September. 
Springhill Lake Elementary is 
overcrowded, while space is 
available at Greenbelt Middle. 
Most of the sixth grade stu- 
dents would move to Greenbelt 
Middle School, while a few 
would transfer to William Wirt 
Middle School in Riverdale, 
closer to their homes. 

Linda Sherwood, principal of 
Springhill Lake, is optimistic 
about the move. She indicated 
that she feels the sixth graders 
will benefit from the longer 
school day at Greenbelt Middle 
and will also be able to take 
home economics and creative 
arts. In addttion, French im- 
mersion students from Rogers 
Heights Elementary School will 
be coming to Greenbelt Middle, 
which will add a new flavor to 
the student body. According to 
school board representative 
Suzanne Plogman, currently the 
middle school for French im- 
mersion students is in the south 
county and several years ago 


the school board had agreed to 
seek a closer school for north 
county students in the program 
as they finished at Rogers 
Heights. 

Sherwood indicated that the 
fifth graders had _ visited 
Greenbelt Middle School just 
before the end of the school 
year and were looking forward 
to the move. They “were really 
excited,” she commented after 
the visit. Approximately 100 
students from Springhill Lake 
will be transferring, including 
all sixth graders as well as stu- 
dents who are _ being 
mainstreamed in the sixth grade 
program. Only a few very spe- 
cial students of sixth grade age, 
who are in the diagnostic wing, 
will remain at Springhill Lake. 

In June, a meeting was held 
with fifth grade parents to dis- 
cuss the upcoming move with 
school and school board offi- 
cials. No parents signed up to 
speak, although a few were in 
attendance at the meeting. No 
specific problems were identi- 
fied. The Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil sent a letter to the school 
board prior to their June 19 
vote on the move. Council is 
concerned about the perma- 
nence of the transfer and 
whether additional younger stu- 


dents will be sent to Springhill 
Lake from other schools, result- 
ing again in overcrowding. In 
addition, council requested the 
school board to investigate the 
possibility of reopening Berwyn 
Heights Elementary School to 
ease overcrowding in local el- 
ementary schools. 

Plogman indicated that the 
school board had received the 
letter and is investigating the 
possibility of reopening Berwyn 
Heights. Current tenants will be 
contacted and the feasibility of 
transferring the school back to 
active status will be studied. 
The board, however, was not 
willing to promise that addi- 
tional students will not be trans- 
ferred in the future to Springhill 
Lake. In a follow-up discussion 
with William Chappel, director 
of Pupil Accounting and School 
Boundaries, he indicated that he 
had learned from the Prince 
George’s Department of Social 
Services that as many as 20 
families that they serve may be 
moving into Springhill Lake 
apartments, which can well add 
to the student population. 
These students, however, would 
be transferring because of a 
change in residence and not be- 
cause of a shift of students 
from one school to another.

For Greenbelt’s Sixtieth 
Who Will Be Outstanding?

While the city of Greenbelt 
celebrates its 60th anniversary 
this year, one of its enduring 
institutions goés back only half 
that far. That is the selection— 
now an: annual event—of the 
city’s Outstanding Citizen. 
This process, which began in 
1973 on a suggestion by former 
resident Katherine Keene, has 
become the community’s way 
of paying tribute to one among 
the hundreds of Greenbelters 
who have contributed in a sig- 
nificant way to its quality of 
life. 

Over the years these ways 
have varied greatly. The first 
recipient was Al Cousin. He 
and the Rev. Kenneth Buker, in 
1976, both logged hundreds of 
hours in working with Boy 
Scout troops. Alfred and Elaine 
Skotnik, selected together in 
1974, and Mary Lou 
Williamson, in 1985, were rec- 
ognized for their years of dedi- 
cation in producing this news- 
paper. Mary Linstrom, 1994, 
was chosen both for her many 
years of charitable work and for 
her leadership in getting the 
Greenbelt Museum established. 

Leo Gerton, 1977, and Al 
Herling, 1983, both—among 
many other things—had worked 
to establish and* support the 
Greenbelt Library; and Herling 
and Charles Schwan, 1982, led 
the Freedom of the Press com- 
mittee when this paper was 
sued for libel. 

Others chosen have been 


Jose Morales, the first from 
Springhill Lake, whose work on

recognized in this way. David 
Lange was honored for his many 
years of chairing the Greenbelt 
Labor Day Festival but also for 
his major contribution in. 1986 as 
co-chair of an ad hoc committee 
to recover funds of depositors in 
failed savings and loan institu- 
tions. _ 
Creating the Award 

Lange was himself instru- 
mental in making the Outstand- 
ing Citizen award part of the 
annual festival. He helped to 
design the process by which the 
award is given and to have the 
person so designated named as 
honorary marshal for the parade 
on Labor Day. A committee of 
citizens representing different 
sections of the city. works be- 
hind the scenes during the sum- 
mer to solicit nominations, to 
make the selection, to promote 
special gifts and recognitions 
for the recipient, to plan this 
component of the opening cer- 
emonies of the Festival on Fri- 
day night, and to escort the 
person chosen to the special 
place as parade marshal. 

For the last several years Ed- 
ward Birner, now retired as pas- 
tor of Holy Cross Lutheran 
Church, has chaired the commit- 
tee. He was preceded in that

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The Woodlands & July 4th 


Greenbelt has a long history of valuing and preserving open 
space. In 1985 citizens overwhelmingly approved borrowing the 
funds necessary to purchase over 100 acres of woodlands — land 
that city taxpayers continue to pay for, without complaint, in an- 
nual installments. It is easy to see why Greenbelters are so proud 
of the pockets of green hidden throughout this city. They pro- 
vide play areas, homes for birds and animals, help clean the air 
and dampen noise. We rejoice in their beauty. 

Despite the city’s continuous record of support for acquiring 
and protecting its open space, council now is seriously consider- 
ing a proposal to establish some form of a “conservation ease- 
ment” that would take control of the land away from future coun- 
cils and the citizens. | : 

Supporters of this proposal argue that we need to protect the 
land from some future council that may wish to develop the prop- 
erty. While expressing confidence in the current council’s com- 
mitment to the land, supporters, including most or all of the 
councilmembers, voice concerns about what some future council 
may do. One councilmember noted that council cannot predict 
the future. 

That is exactly the point. Council is seeking a means of pre- 
venting any development of the woodlands “in perpetuity.” This 
prohibition would apply not only to development of the land for 
city offices or sale to a commercial developer, but also would 
likely prohibit development of any portion of the property for rec- 
reational uses, regardless of what the future needs of the city may 
be. 

We do not see how the city, or its citizens, would benefit from 
giving away its rights to property that it worked hard to purchase. 
The city has long been committed to preserving this last piece of 
the original green belt — a goal we heartily support. However, 
we see no need for an outside body to oversee the land. To us, 
ceding such control over the land shows a profound distrust for 
democracy and the citizens of this proud city. 

Council conveniently forgets that the issue of woodland pres- 
ervation was previously raised before the membership of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. by a group that distrusted GHI boards and 
membership. In its wisdom, the GHI board refused to support 
giving up its ownership rights to GHI land and the GHI member- 
ship supported the board. We think the voters of Greenbelt will 
take the same position. 

We have just celebrated another Independence Day. By put- 
ting their faith in the people, our founding leaders enabled our 
nation’s citizens to form the best and strongest democracy on 
earth. We hope that the celebration reminded our present city 
leaders where they must ultimately put their own faith and trust.

Mother's Nightmare 


I was six months pregnant 
when my husband and I moved 
to Greenbelt Homes. One of the 
major-selling points for us was 
the community’s emphasis on the 
children - neighborhood schools, 
plenty of playgrounds, miles of 
sidewalks, and even connecting 
underpasses so the kids would 
not have to cross several streets. 
“What a wonderful place to walk 
my baby during the summer,’ | 
said to myself. ‘What a dream 
come true.’ 

But now that summer is here 
and my son is eight months old, 
my dream has become a mother’s 
nightmare. Most motorists here 
do not honor crosswalks even 
when they see the baby and me 
waiting in them. Oftentimes 
when we have attempted to cross 
at the intersections of Southway 
and Crescent and Southway and 
Ridge, some drivers, if they 
bother to stop at all, cruise up 
beyond the stop signs and block 
the crosswalk, making it impos- 
sible for my son and me to pass 
safely. 

Then there are the motorists 
who think that the stop sign actu- 
ally means to pause for a brisk 
three-second count and proceed. 
Some drivers actually have al- 
lowed us to make it through the 
crosswalks but barely. I have felt 
as if their front bumpers were 
nipping at my heels as I pushed 
my son’s stroller speedily across 
the street. Others do not wait for 
us to cross but instead drive right 
through the walk. 

I find it hard to understand 
how a community which appears 
to embrace children has so many 
motorists who try to use my baby 
and me for target practice. My 
child’s stroller is no match for a 
moving car. Could reaching a 
desired destination be much more 
important than preserving human 
life, especially one so young? 
Greenbelt, I think not, so please 
give a mother and her child a 
“brake.”

On Teacher Ratings 


In response to Question #5 
of the June 26 letter of school 
board member Suzanne 
Plogman on whether teachers 
are qualified to teach, our

served formally twice a year in- 
cluding an end-of-year perfor- 
mance review conference.” This 
tells us a little about the form, 
but nothing about the substance 
of the evaluations. It gives no 
hint as to whether the evalua- 
tions are competent or accurate. 
Is a vice-principal, who never 
taught (or even took) a physics 
course, evaluating the physics 
teacher? 

My children brought home 
test papers with mathematically 
correct answers marked wrong 
in Algebra I and II and in ge- 
ometry. My impression is that 
their teachers were experienced 
ones, who must have been 
evaluated many times. 

Our school board member’s

as to whether the teachers are 
qualified to teach the classes 
assigned to them. 

To get to the nitty gritty on 
the accuracy of the evaluations, 
would our school board mem- 
ber be so kind as to provide us 
with some hard data? 

For example, in 1994, how 
many elementary school teach- 
ers had (dysfunctional) classes 
which failed to attain the satis- 
factory standard in all the 
Maryland School Performance 
Program (MSPP) content areas?

The school is the principal’s 
fiefdom.

Committee Chosen to Help in Selection of Principal

A committee of three pro- 
fessional staff members from 
Greenbelt Elementary School, 
One supporting staff member 
and three members of the 
community and parents was 
formed on Monday night, July 
14, at the school. The com- 
mittee will be involved in the 
process of selecting the new 
principal of Greenbelt El- 
ementary. Principal Carolyn 
Goff has resigned as of July 
l. 

Since the Prince George’s 
County Public School system 
has advocated active commu- 
nity and staff involvement in 
major decisions involving 
school management and lead- 
ership, the involvement of the 
community in the principal 
selection process was sought. 

A meeting was called by 
way of an article in this paper 
and phone calls to those not 
living in the community (par- 
ents of bused in children). 

Bruce Tyler and Monica 
Weaver from the Instructional 
Personne! Department of the 
school system spoke to the 
about 25 people present. 


Selection Process 

Tyler explained the selec- 
tion process. The two main 
purposes of this meeting, he 
said, were to complete the 
survey and to select a com- 
mittee of teachers, community 
members, and a support per- 
son from the school. 

The survey consisted of 
peoples’ opinions of leader- 
ship needs of the school — 
what they would most like to 
see_in. their_principal. 

On Monday, July 28, the 
committee will meet at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERHS). They will go 
over the selection process in 
more detail. Also they will 
write questions to ask the 
candidates. On Thursday, 
July 31, starting at 8 a.m., the 
screening process will begin 
at ERHS. After each inter- 
view, the committee members 
will write down their.thoughts 
about that candidate. 

After the interviewing is 
over, the committee will rec- 
ommend three candidates. 
These candidates cannot be 
ranked in the order of prefer- 
ence but committee members 
may write comments about 
each. It is hoped that the 
committee can come to a con- 
sensus about the candidates. 
These candidates’ names will 
go to the Superintendent of 
Schools. While he is not ob- 
ligated to choose one of these 
candidates, he usually does. 
The superintendent will take 
his recommendation to the 
school board. After the 
board’s' approval of the 
superintendent’s recommenda- 
tion, the candidate is notified. 


Questions 

Those present had. ques- 
tions to ask Tyler. Were com- 
mittee members limited to 
PTA members or could they 
be from the community, 
Sherry Fletcher, a parent, 
wanted to know. Tyler ex- 
plained that the committee 
should reflect the feelings of 
the whole community. 

Larry Goldberg, a commu- 
nity member, worried that 
what happened at a Bowie 
school would happen here. 
He understood that there, al- 


wr 


though the process had been 
instituted, a principal was 
chosen who was not recom- 
mended by the committee. 
The choice is always the 
superintendent’s, Tyler told 
Goldberg. However, if people 
did not get invalved in the 
process, they lost. an opportu- 
nity to have input. 

Community member Irv 
Siegel wanted to know how 
much weight the surveys 
have, how they will be tallied. 
Weaver explained that they 
will be taken to the office of 
research and answers will be 
graphed. They will be ready 
for the next meeting. 

How can we tell if 
everyone’s top priorities are 
the same, Desiree Curtis, a 
parent, wanted to know. 
Weaver explained that the 
graph will show what is con- 
sidered most important and by 
whom (teachers, parents, etc.). 

The group split in two, 
staff and non-staff, to decide 
who would represent them on 
the committee.

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New MVA Office 
To Be Built Nearby 


Working to provide improved 
customer service to Maryland 
residents in the Washington met- 
ropolitan area, the Board of Pub- 
lic Works approved construction 
of a $4.2 million full-service Mo- 
tor Vehicle Administration (MVA) 
office in the Ammendale South 
Business Campus in Beltsville. 
Chaired by Governor Parris N.

The new 23-000-square-foot 
office will have a brick exterior, 
recessed front entrance area and a 
contemporary design with a 
vaulted roof line to create an 
open, customer-friendly building, 
incorporating clerestory windows 
for natural light.

State MVA Changes 


License Requirements 

Effective June 2, new Mary- 
land driver’s license applicants 
must show two proofs of resi- 
dence as part of the application 
process. Motor Vehicle Adminis- 
tration (MVA) officials have en- 
acted emergency regulations 
which are expected to reduce the 
numbers of Maryland driver’s li- 
cense and ID card holders who 
are not Maryland residents. 

“During the last few years we 
have seen a dramatic rise in the 
number of applicants who actu- 
ally do not live in Maryland. As 
a result we must spend time veri- 
fying questionable information 
which is time consuming, allows 
room for error and is unfair to 
customers who must wait while 
non-residents complete their 
transactions,” said MVA Adminis- 
trator Anne S. Ferro. 

The regulatory change will 
add several additional identifica- 
tion documents that applicants 
can use to prove their identity. 
The MVA will eliminate out-of- 
country birth certificates as ac- 
ceptable identification documents. 
Instead, out-of-country applicants 
will need to show a valid pass- 
port and visa. 

With the new residency re- 
quirements for the driver’s li- 
cense, the MVA will be more 
consistent with the requirements 
of neighboring states, many of 
which have the same or stricter 
application criteria.

Meeting News

The Greenbelt Astronomy Club 
held its regular monthly meeting 
at the H. B. Owens Science Cen- 
ter on Thursday, May 29. The 
meeting began at 7:30 p.m. 

A discussion was held about 
the “Cosmic Snowballs” which 
seem to be indicated by data 
from the Polar Satellite. These 
results were announced by the 
mass media earlier in the day of 
the meeting, so information about 
these “mini-comets” 1s still com- 
ing in. The data seems to indicate 
these objects are made up of 
mostly water with a carbon shell. 
They seem to be breaking up in 
the upper parts of earth’s atmo- 
sphere and precipitate to the sur- 
face. It appears that several such 
objects disperse in the upper 
reaches of the atmosphere each 
minute. 

Trip organizer Sue Bassett re- 
ported on the solar eclipse trips, 
and said that the number of 
people on her waiting list for the 
Curacao trip next February is 
roughly equal to the number she 
can accommodate with the newer 
rooms. However, there may be a 
few rooms left, and it is likely that 
some people will cancel their res- 
ervations, sO anyone interested 
should contact her. Also, she is 
proceeding with plans for a trip to 
Turkey in August of 1999 and 
should have a preliminary itinerary 
and cost estimate soon. Finally, she 
began speculation about a trip to 
southern Africa in June of 2001. 

Because of an expected busy 
June meeting, it was decided to 
extend the club logo contest an- 
other month. Thus, submissions are 
due by the July 31 meeting for the 
logo, will be selected at that time. 

Observing Club’s Lynne 
Gilliland gave a presentation 
about the Astronomical League’s 
Observing Clubs. The League 
sponsors seven clubs to recognize 
the achievements of its members. 
Lynne herself has been honored 
as a member of the Messier 
Club, which gives recognition 
when a person has observed 70 
Messier objects, and then Honor- 
ary recognition for all the objects. 
As well as the Messier club, 
there are the following clubs: 
Binocular Messier, Binocular 
Deep Sky, Lunar, Double Star, 
Meteor, and Herschel 400 (the 
most challenging). All persons in- 





terested in astronomy are encour- 
aged to pursue this recognition in 
order to learn the beauty of the 
evening sky and hone their ob- 
serving skills. 

Photographs of Comet Hale- 
Bopp and other objects were 
shown. Tom Bridgman, Frank 
Coorsen, and George Gliba each 
showed some excellent photos.

staff now believe they have the 
solution to their problem, Davis 
said, since a private developer 
has agreed to provide labor and 
the heavy equipment to carry 
out the project as a contribution 
to the community. With the 
materials already at hand, his 
men will complete the ridge, 
stabilizing it and returning it to 
something like its original con- 
tours. 

From the top of the berm— 
a tough scramble for us 
through waist-high grass and up 
a steep slope—we had an ex- 
pansive view of the whole for- 
est which constitutes Greenbelt 
Park. The elevation was high 
enough that on the horizon we 
were even able to pick out the 
Washington Monument and the 
National Cathedral. 

Park Improvements 

Back in the van and re-en- 
tering the park from Greenbelt 
Rd., we toured the picnic sites 
and campground area, noting 
the addition of a new hiking 
trail, attractive playground 
equipment for children, and 
more picnic tables. Since Con- 
gress had passed legislation au- 
thorizing the individual national 
parks to retain 80 per cent of 
the revenue they generated 
through camp site rentals and 
entrance fees, Greenbelt Park— 
like others in the system—has 
been able to renovate and im- 
prove its facilities, Davis said. 

Recently a new loop at the 
campground has also been 
added. Park officials are al- 
ways concerned that overuse of 
the campground can damage 
the precarious ecological bal- 
ance of the facility. For this 
reason, each loop in turn is 
regularly closed off for a rest 
and recovery period, he said. 

Another change at the park 





is the renovation of the park 
ranger station, at the entrance 


to the campground, for use as 


a classroom building. Rang- 
ers have been providing pro- 
grams for schools in the area 
about the world of nature; 
with the new facility, classes 


of children can be brought to 
the park itself for on-site in- 
struction. As many as three 
classes could be accommo- 
dated simultaneously, Davis 
pointed out. 

On the lower level two 
open rooms—one large, one

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GHI Board Hears Consultant’s

Heat was the hot topic at the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) in- 
formational meeting on June 26 
on replacement reserves — not 
the record-setting 100 degree 
temperatures and humidity the 
day before, but heating systems 
— and the recommendation that 
heat pumps be installed. On the 
other hand, the recommendation 
to increase member contributions 
for replacement reserves might 
have cooled off potential debate 
about lowering member fees once 
the rehab loans are paid off. 

About ten GHI members 
joined the board of directors and 
audit committee as Theodore 
Salgado, principal of Reserves 
Advisors (Milwaukee, WI), dis- 
cussed findings and recommenda- 
tions of his 100-page “Reserve 
Study for GHI.” This study had 
been commissioned one year ago 
at a cost of $17,000 to get an 


outside opinion about how much. 


money members need to set 
aside each year to pay for future 
replacements or repairs to major 
structural items. 

In the 1980s, GHI homes un- 
derwent extensive rehabilitation. 
The co-op borrowed $18 million 
and is paying an additional $14 
million in interest over the 
twenty-year life of the loans. 
The loans for masonry and frame 
homes will be paid off in May 
2000 and July 2003, and for the 
larger homes in October 2001. 

At the start of the meeting, 
Keith Jahoda, president, asked to 
hear member concerns. Hilda 
Orleans remarked that GHI got 
into “this heating fiasco (of using 
electric.resistance heat) because 
of the oil scare in the late 1970s” 
and said it “is ludicrous now for 
them to suggest oil heat.” Mar- 
garet Graham asked, “If members 
are satisfied with what they have 
and are willing to pay the cost of 
electric heat, why change?” 
Karen Sparkes came to get a bet- 
ter understanding about replace- 
ment reserves, while others 
thought the meeting would de- 
cide what to do with the “$75 or 
so” members pay each month to 
pay off the rehab loan. 

Jahoda explained that any dis- 
cussion about replacement re- 
serves includes determining what 
work will be done, how members 
will pay for it, and how the co- 
op can get maximum return for 
the money currently set aside in 
reserves. He also clarified that 
discussion during the evening 
would focus on the consultant’s 
outside view. GHI has done in- 
house reserve studies, the last of 
which was carried out in March 
1997. 

Elements for Replacement or 
Repair 

Salgado identified major prop- 
erty elements likely to require 
capital repair or replacement dur- 
ing the next thirty years. These 
include heating systems, porch 
decks and canopies, sanitary and 
storm sewers, water heaters, win- 
dows, and roofs; and in the 
larger homes, air conditioners 
and furnaces. 

The item generating the most 
heat was his recommendation to 
replace the current electric resis- 
tance baseboard heaters in frame 
and masonry homes with heat 
pump heating and air condition- 
ing systems, beginning in 2004. 
Other systems considered include 
oil-filled baseboard heat, oil-fired 
or gas-fired systems, and gas- 
fired furnaces or boilers with 


forced air or hydronic distribution 
systems. 

Salgado said that if GHI does 
not go with heat pumps, the next 
best thing would be gas-fired 
systems. They have higher capi- 
tal costs but, once installed, GHI 
could use the purchasing power 
of 1600 homes to buy gas from 
anyone, even a vendor a thou- 
sand miles away. 

Heat Pumps 

Andy Levin asked what the 
pay-back period for installing 
heat pumps would be. Salgado 
“didn’t have the numbers,” but 
said existing systems will need 
replacement and “no matter what 
you pick, each member will have 
to pay for increased operating 
costs for electricity.” He re- 
minded everyone that electric 
heat is the most expensive form 
of heat and gas the least expen- 
sive.

Salgado felt another advantage 
of heat pumps is their ability to 
provide air conditioning in the 
summer, which would enhance 
the value of GHI homes. Two 
types of systems are available. 
Self-contained systems would 
project through the walls out of 
each major room, while the split 
system would consist of one 
component out of view in the at- 
tic and the other outside on the 
ground. When Pearl Siegel asked 
if units projecting from the facade 
would disrupt historic aspects, she 
was told “yes.” | 

Susan Ready cited her experi- 
ence with heat pumps at work 
and noted that failure rates 
seemed high. Salgado admitted 
that heat pumps are mechanical 
devices and require more mainte- 
nance than electrical resistance 
heat, but said their ability to pro- 
vide air conditioning would im- 
prove existing conditions. 

Shared Systems 

Alan Turnbull asked if tech- 
nology were available to use a 
common heat source with indi- 
vidual meters, as with some 
apartments. Salgado called that 
district heating — similar to the 
central boilers GHI had years ago

— and said difficulties sometimes 
occur with control valves and ac- 
curate metering. In addition, the 
system would require its own 
maintenance crew. 

Other non-workable shared 
systems discussed were using one 
split heat pump system for one 
row of homes and common non- 
ducted gas heating plants. 

Windows and Siding 

Replacement windows were 
questioned by Nat Shinderman. 
Salgado recommended staying 
with a national, mainline firm, 
saying the number of windows 
GHI would need for 1600 homes 
could help GHI form a liaison 
with manufacturers and lead to 
competitive prices. 

Roger Brown and John Taylor 
asked about siding. Salgado said 
that when new, siding has a life 
expectancy of 50 years. He felt 
replacement of current siding 
should begin when about 15 years 
of life are left. As homes are re- 
sided, GHI should salvage and 
stockpile what they can. The 
other alternative would be to re- 
side all homes at the same time. 

Paying for Replacements 

Salgado commended GHI for 
instituting programs in 1987 spe- 
cifically to fund future replace- 
ment reserves for each of the 
three classes of homes — frame, 
masonry and larger homes — but 
said existing annual levels of 
funding are not adequate to avoid 
future special assessments. He 
warned that reserves could be de- 
pleted in about 2004 for frame 
and masonry homes and 2011 for 
the larger homes if current levels 
of funding remain the same. 

After the current rehab loans 
are paid off, in 2004, he recom- 
mends beginning the replacement 
of heating systems and increasing 
the amounts members pay toward 
reserves. Once rehab loans are 
paid off, it appears he favors 
members’ contributing that same 
amount to build up reserves. 

Recommended Reserve Fund- 
ing and Balances 

The consultant recommended 
specific funding and balances for 
each of the three categories of 
homes — 992 frame units, 579 
masonry homes (318 brick, 256 
block, and 5 pre-fab homes) and 
29 larger homes. 


To summarize, he recommends 


that, for 1998, annual funding for 
frame and masonry homes be in- 
creased, about 1% and 8.6% re- 
spectively. From 1999 to 2003 he 
recommends gradual small in-

creases which in part consider ef- 
fects of inflation. In 2004, after 
rehab loans are paid off, he rec- 
ommends significant increases, 
from $262,400 to $1,290,000 per 
year for frame units, and from 
$403,000 to $1,100,000 per year 
for masonry units. From 2005 to 
2010 he advises inflationary in- 
creases. In 2011, after recom- 
mended modifications to heating 
systems are complete, he recom- 
mends reducing annual contribu- 
tions. 

The recommended annual con- 
tributions for the 29 larger homes 
would rise from $14,850 in 1997 
to $17,100 in 1998, with inflation- 
ary increases from 1999 to 2016. 
By 2015, the major expenditure 
relating to new roofs will have 
occurred or will have been fully 
reserved. 

The recommended balances to 
maintain for perpetuity after 2015 
are $1,052,200 for frames, 
$622,300 for masonry, and 
$26,500 for larger homes. 

Collecting Fairly 

The question of how to fairly 
collect for reserves was raised by 
both Andy Levin and Alan 
Turnbull. Some members of GHI 
are here for the short term while 
others plan to stay all of their 
lives. Members who may not be 
living here in the future may feel 
they should not pay into reserves 
for replacements that won't be 
done until ten or twenty years 
from now. 

Salgado said that having a pro- 
gram to credibly fund for future 
replacements helps the marketabil- 
ity of homes. It is also in the 
best interest of members to main- 
tain and enhance the quality of 
life in GHI and to maintain the 
value of their homes. 

More meetings will be held 
about reserves. Ultimately the 
membership will vote on the issue 
of what to do and how to fund it. 
This meeting was only the begin- 
ning.

The test that led to the win- 
ning of the. awards is given in 
three parts.

Schrom Hills Park Will Now Have a New Pond

The plans for Schrom Hills 
Park have long indicated there 


‘was to be a pond in the northem 


end of the park. Soon there will 
be one. 

After years of delays and con- 
troversy, work began on the pond 
on June 19. Work is expected to 
be finished by July 22, according 
to James Sterling, supervisory tn- 
spector. with the city’s Depart- 
ment of Planning and Develop- 
ment. 

The Driggs Corporation and 
employees. of the city’s Public 
Works Department have been 
working on the project. City 
workers have been hauling the 
excavated soil off site and will 
seed and mulch the finished 


lage condominiums. More natural 
attractions in the park include 
woods, trails, and wildflower 
plantings. More formal attrac- 
tions include playground, 


ballfields, rose garden, and build- 
ings for group picnics. 

City workers have been taking 
the excavated soil to a temporary 
storage 


site at Northway 


work. To begin with, a road was - am 


built out onto the existing wet- 
land, and then soil was dug out 
on either side, explained Sterling. 
Then work was moved to the 
very back of the site. The 
Driggs Corporation installed 
storm drains and the infrastruc- 
ture that provides drainage out of 
the pond. 

When the excavation, seeding 
and mulching is done then it will 
be up to Mother Nature to fill up 
the pond by the stream leading 
into the area. Sterling said that 
hopes are for gentle rains the first 
few times. 

Originally the area was wet- 
lands. Tall viburnum shrubs cov- 
ered with white flowers and beds 
of jewelweed covered the site 
when this reporter visited about a 
decade ago. A flood several 
years ago killed off all this veg- 
etation and since then it has been 
a rather empty looking swamp. 

The new pond will be just one 
of the attractions in Greenbelt 
East’s. largest park,, Located east 
and north of Hanover Parkway, 
the main entrance to the park is 
across from Greenbelt Lake Vil-
